A new organization to be known as 
the “Alberta (Hospital ‘Association’ 
came into existence at the University 
of (Alberta on Thursday (afternoon 
on the motion of Dr. T. H. Whitelaw 
of thig city, supported by Dr. A. Fisher 
of Calgary, and is the result of a two 
@ay convention of medical men and 
furses gathered from hospitals in 
Various parts of the province. It was 
for this specific purpose and for the 
¢dvancement of the knowledge of hos- 

ital work we roughout the province 
hat the convention, the first of its 

ind here, was called. The whole 
trend of thought in all the papers and 
Speeches given was toward that end 
which was finally accomplished toward 
the close of the convention. 

The officers selected by the organiz- 
ation are representative of various 
parts of the province, the presidency 
going to Rey. J, EX. Murrell-Wright 
of Lethbridge, the vice presidency to 
Dr. A. HB. Archer of Lamont, and the 
secretaryship to Dr. J. C. Fyshe of 
Edmonton. On the executive com- 
mittee there are: Dean Kerr of the 
University of Alberta, Edmonton; Dr. 
A. Fisher and Mr. G. W. Stanley of 
Calgary, and Miss:Winslow, R.N., of 
Medicine Hat. 

Resolutions Passed. 


Upon the formal organization of the 
association a number of resolutions 
were passed. They ask the govern- 
ment to increase the grants to hospit- 
also the removal of duty on alcohol 
designed for use in hospitals and 
the university supervision of a course 
for nurses, é

Unless Strike Is Called off U. 8. 
Board Will Take Steps to 
End Tie-up 


NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—Unless the 
unauthorized strike of lhongshoremen 
at this port is called off by tomorrow 
night, the united board will undertake 
to end the tie-up by loading and un- 
loading {ts ships with men who will be 
quartered on a vessel now moored 
along the trans-Atlantic pier, accord- 
ing to an announcement by the of- 
ficilals here tonight. The government 
has made its last appeal to the strik- 
ing longshoremen to return to work, 
the statement said. The truce termin- 
ates at 5.80 o'clock tomorrow night. 
Police protection for workers will bo 
requested, and, in event it is inade- 
quate, it was,said that higher author- 
ity would be appealed to. 

Today approximately 3,000 men, 
mostly from the ranks of strikers, re- 
ported for work, but for the most part, 
the marine tie-up remained unbroken 
as a’ result of the decision wf the 
twenty locals not to deal with the na- 
tional adjustment committee, but to 
negotiate with the conciliation com- 
mission of which Mayor Hylan is a 
member,

Famous Coldstream Ranch Near 
Vernon Offered for Purpose 
of Soldier Settlement 


VANCOUVER, Oct. 23.—The fam- 
ous Coldstream ranch near Vernon, in 
the Okanagan, has been offered to the 
provincial government for the purpose 
of soldier settlement at a price of $1,- 
600,000, a price that represents rough- 
ly the amount of money that has been 
spent on 
first acquired by Lord Aberdeen and 
converted into the huge cattle, dairy- 
ing and fruit ranch that it is at pres- 
ent. 

The property is now owned jointly 
by Lord Cowdroy and Sir James Bu- 
chanan, the Scottish distiller.

ja night nurse, And the sick were 
jbeing well cared for,

portant centre, where the highest 
jthought in medical science would be 
at the disposal of the humblest and

In 
lsome cases neighbors who came tothe 
lshow to buy, bought the stock that 
lhad been brought tn by some of their 
jown neighbors, The sheep brought 
$3,672.50, and the swine sale total- 
ed $1,370, Considering the present 
commercial value of live stock, the 
jprices realized were very satisfact- 
ory. 

In the sheep, the top price was 
realized by Wm. Gilbert of ony 
Plain, for an Oxford ram, sold to O. B. 
Moore of Edmonton. The Shrop- 
shires came second in the place of 
honor, Peter Suddaby of Lavoy, sell- 
ing one of his rams to John Wilson of 
jInnisfree, for $82.

It is not 
known whether the Hearst govern- 
ment may resign in a few days of 
few weeks, as no intimation on the 
question was made today, It ts gen- 
erally believed that Sir William will 
cease to lead the conservative: party 
in Ontario, owing to his defeat in his 
own riding, and the question as to 
the conservative leadership is for the 
}future to solve. 
Hon. Dr. H. J. Cody, who was re- 
lelected by acclamation, touched on 
hig future plans in an address given 
by him at a banquet of the Insurance 
Institute of Toronto tonight.

TWO WELL-KNOWN 
C.P.R. CONDUCTORS 
DEAD NEAR KENORA 


One Drowns, Other Dies of Ex- 
posure and Shock on Reach- 
ing the Shore 


KENORA, ONT., Oct, 23.—H. A. 
Doan and J. F. Stewart, two well- 
known C.P.R. conductors were drown- 
ed yesterday afternoon while fishing 
in a lake north of Hawk, about 
twenty-miles east of here. From the 
details of the tragedy available it ap- 
pears they were accompanied on the 
trip by, William Bush, of Hawk, and 
were in a canoe trolling for lake trout. 
In some manner the canoe upset, 
precipitating the’ three men into the 
icy water. Doan and Bush managed 
to right the canoe and get in. Stewart, 
it is though, sank immediately, Doan 
and Bush when they realized they 
could not help their companion start- 
ed for shore, Bush using part of a 
seat for a paddle, Doan was suffering 
from exposure and shock and died 
a few minutes after reaching shore.

CARED LITTLE 
FOR WILSON'S 
PEACE OFFER 


Evidence at the Berlin Inquiry 
Shows ex-Kaiser Thought It 
of Little Concern 


CAUSES SENSATION 


Incident Occurs During Exam- 
ination of Count von 
Bernstorff 


BBPRULIN, Oct. 23.—President Wil- 
son's peace offer was a matter of 
litle concern to the German emper- 
or, according to the evidence presented 
before the sub-committee, Investigat- 
ing the war. Furthermore, the inter- 
vention of the United States apnarent- 
ly was not seriously considered by the 
emperor, 

The incident caused a sensation and 
occurred during the examination of 
Count Von Bernstorff, former Ger- 
man ambassador at Washington. The 
socialist deputy Dr. Sinsheimer turn- 
ed toward Von Bernstorff and said: 
"The kaiser's telegram, to which you 
refer dated January 16, 1917, and ad- 
dressed to Herr Zimmerman, forelgn 
secretary, aays: ‘His Majesty does not 
care a dit @bout President Wilson's, 
offer. A breach with America cannot 
be prevented, it cannot be helped. 
Bvents are developing.’ ” 

Much Excitement. 

There was much excitement at the 
hearing when the message was read. 
Dr, Helfferich, former vice-chancellor 
whispered ‘“nonsense.”’ 

Dr. Sincheimer maintained that the 
peace ‘condftions sent to President 
Wilson on January 28, 1917, which 
were said to be the same as Ger- 
many offered on December 13, 1916, 
were really nothing like them. Every- 
one present appeared astounded at this 
statement, and Count Von Bernstor 
exclaimed excitedly: 

“Then I am told this today for the 


first time.”

to the reading by M. Lescouves, the 
prosecutor of the charge “an offence 
against the safety of the state.” He 
professed eagerness to be tried im- 
mediately and outlined his defence, 
eaying the trial was merely one of 
“opinion.” He added that he would 
fight to the last ditch and never would 
felinquish the principles for navhich 
he had been standing during his 
twenty years of political life, 


Caillaux’s Defence, 


Caillaux emphatically defended his 
conception of France's foreign policy. 
He referred to the pitfalls from which 
he said he had saved France in the 
past, and declared that “with serene 
conscience, but also without illusion, 
{ await trial and proclaim and affirm 
that I have never conceived or wished 
for anything but that wnien {s best 
in the interests of my country,” 

The effects of twenty-one months 
Imprisonment were plainly visible in 
Caillaux’s physical appearance, but 
his morale evidently had not been 
effected, as he spoke with his old time 
vigor and earnestness.

OTTAWA, Oct. 28.—Continuing the 
debate on the Grand Trunk railway 
bill in the house of commons, Frank 
H. Cahill argwed that the ralfway 
policy of the Hberals from 1896 
1911 had been lee# extravagant than 
that of the conservative party since 
1911. 

There was no foundation, he stated, 
for the claim that the present rafl- 
way situation in Canada was a leg- 
acy from the liberal party. During 
the liberal administration 
building had kept pace with the im- 
migration and colonfzation, When 
the liberal party went out of power 
in 1911 there were only 285 people 
to every mile of railway in the coun- 
try. In 1917 there were only 186 per 
mile. 

Ww. F. Cockshutt, Brantford, eald 
that public ownership had never had 
a fair show in Canada, Nor had the 
C.IN.R. had a fair chance to show 
what it could do. 

If loyal support was given to this 
great national enterprise, there was 
ne good reason why it should not 
make a fair financial showing before 
long. 

Mr. Cockshutt continued that he 
would like to see geome limit placed 
on the award, as was done in the case 
of the C.N.R., otherwise he was 
afraid that public-ownership was go- 
Ing to be stuck with value that did 
not exist.

Incidentally, in 
connection with this, Colonel Primrose 
remarked that the salaries of the 
whole of the city officials had been 
previously increased. 

Judge Taylor, chairman, said that 
it was a matter which entirely rested 
with the commission, and he was de- 
cidedly in favor of the chief's salary 
being increased. 

It was stated that when under con- 
tract to the city the chief had acceded 
to his salary being reduced from $4,000 
per annum. Also that Regina paid 
$4,000 per annum, and Calgary $3,500 
with $200 for clothes. 

On a vote being taken, Judge Taylor 
and Colonel Primrose voted for, and 
Mayor Clarke against, the mayor re- 
marking that the chief ought to have 
been fired long ago. 

The tender of the “My Valet” com- 
pany was accepted for repairing and 
plocing in order the fur coats for the 
force. The contract price is $780, and 
there are sixty coats to be repaired. 
The ofily other tender was the Ameri- 
can Fur company at $955. 

When constables who have been on 
the force over a year and are entitled 
to holidays, they must claim them be- 
fore tendering their resignations or 
they stand to lose the holidays. The 
case was discussed of a constable who 
had resigned, but who now asked 
whether he could not get the pay for 
the holidays which he had not re- 
ceived. As the man said that he did 
not understand that he was entitled to 
holidays before leaving, the commis- 
sion decided that he should receive the 
pay upon making a formal request of 
the commission.

The gravity of the subject was fur- 
ther discussed, and it was agreed to 
take certain steps which it was 
thought likely would lead to the board 
receiving some real information as to 
the prevalence of the disease in the 
city,

Mr. Carter gave a doscription of 
Louis Riel as he appeared, at a meoet- 
ing which he held before a large num- 
ber of whites at Prince Albert in the 
fall of 1884. Mr, Carter said that Riel 
spoke in very good English, but had a 
strong French accent, and appeared 
to be a man of good education and a 
refined manner, with a wide knowledge 
of Canadian history. He was a man 
of good appearance, and had long, 
wavy hair. 

The battle of Duck Lake, and many 
other historical doings, were recollect 
ed by Mr. Carter, and his paper on 
the subject of the rebellion, and alt 
the actual happenings, was read and 
explained to his listeners in a way that 
no one would have the elightest diffte 
culty {n understanding and following 
up the situation right from the start 
to the finish. Mr. Carter's story was 
no doubt of absolute interest to everye 
one present, a5 a large majority cone 
sisted of old-timers of Edmonton and 
the province, who were all personally 
acquainted with the situation.

employment Feces of the federal gov- 
ernment, is {rf Edmonton today follow- 
ing a trip as far west as Vancouver in 
connection with matters relating to the 
employment of all classes. 

According to Major Howard, every- 
thing possible is being done by the 
federal government working in co- 
operation with provincial departments 
to provide employment for all during 
the present winter. “We are making 
every preparation to ensure a good dis- 
tribution of labor both federal and 
provinolal departments co-operating,” 
he said. 

Labor conditions in Vancouver were 
described by Major Howard to be nor- 
mal. There is but little unemploy- 
ment and arrangements now being 
made preclude the possibility of any 
serious situation during the next few 
months. 

Major Howard further declared that 
there was but little difficulty in any 
part of the west is placing unemployed 
men at the present time. “And we do 
not anticipate any great amount of 
trouble in the near future," he re- 
marked, 

Major Howard leaves Edmonton for 
Calgary where he will look Into the 
labor situation as its prevails in that 
city. Following this he will return 
for a further conference with local of- 
ficials in Edmionton.

Ottawa, Oct*23.+-The adulteration 
of bran and shorts by Canadian mill- 
(rs is costing farmers and dairymen 
it Canada large sunis annually in 
08s of cattle from the effects of 
20lsonous seed in bran and shorts, 
the standing committee on agriculture 
was told this morning by Donald 
Hutherland, South Oxford. Millers, he 
stated, had been adulterating their 
Dy-products for years by the addition 
of screenings and weed seeds, and no 
brosecution had ever been made. 

He said there should haye been, no 
Mesitation in passing the bill. and. 
there was no need for recalling the 
rnillers, They had asked to be heard, 
fut could not reach Ottawa before 
Friday. The chairman, Mr. R. C. 
‘Henders, suggested that the commit- 
‘eo have a general discussion and then 
adjourn, 

} here was highway robbery of the 
fariners, said Mr. Sexsmith and the
